Cardinal Gibbens on Social Questions, 


BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. The Sun this 
morning publishes: the following special 
cablegram from Liege, Béigium: 

The letter which was written by Cardinal 
Gibbons of Baltimore, te Count Waldbott of 
Bassenheim, St. Andress Brages, Belgium, 
and which was read before the Social Science 
Congress, contained the fellowing: 

Lam glad to learn that in your coming 
Con gress you are going to discuss the social 
questions. You will,Iam sure, advocate 
the just claims of the laboring classes in 
whose welfare the Holy Father takes so deep 
an interest andin doing so you cannot be 
suspected of infringing on the do- 
main of capitalists and employers, for 
there should be no conflict 
between capital and labor. The one ie as 
necessary for the other asthe hand is forthe 
brain, and in protecting the rights of the la- 
bor classes we are not trespassing on the just 
claims of the capitalist. I do not know. where 
these questions can be discussed in a more 
enlightened spirit than in Beigium, a nation 
where two great ideas predominate, namely, 
a love for liberty and forthe church of God. 
I hope the congress will proclaim the legiti- 
mate rights and independence of the Holy 
See. In my enforced absence I would request 
you to ask Mgr. Shroeder to act as my repre- 
sentative, provided his attendance at the Con- 
gress will not prevent him from being home 
in time to attend the opening of the Oatholic 
University of Washington. He is a prelate of 
great learning and eloquenceé.”’

Guatemalan authorities upon their demand, .

enemy to this Republic. Guarantees have 
been made to me by this Government that his 
life shall not be endangered nor any other 
punishment inflicted upon him than for 
causes stated in the letter of Senor Auguiano 
to Consul-General Hosmer, dated yester- 
day. 


The Great Australian Strike. 


Loro. Sept. 9.—Cables from Australia tn- 
dicate that the great strike which has par- 
alyzed many trades and nearly brought busi- 
ness to a standstill, shows signs of collapsing. 
The inconvenience and even actual suffering 
caused throughout the country is so great 
that the strikers are deprived of public sym- 
pathy and support, and itis considered im- 
possible for the present deadlock to continue 
much longer. 

COAL SUPPLY EXHAUSTED. 

MBLBOURNE, Sept. 9.—The Government is 
chartering steamers for the purpose of bring- 
ing coal for the use of the railways, the sup- 
ply having become exhausted in consequence 
of the strike.

The 
measures against the introduction of cholera 
by pligrims from Meceoa have been successful. 


Population of the Green Isle. 


Loxdox, Sept. 9.—The Irish registrar’s 
annual report estimates the population of 
the Green Isle at 4,730,566. The number of 
persons emigrating to other countries during 
the year was 70,477. The death rate compared 
favorably with other years, and an increase 
in the number of marriages was recorded. 


M. Cholert’s Explorations, 


PakIs, Sept. 9,—The Siecle says that M. Cho- 
lert, Governor, f the French Congo Territoty, 
has returned to Brazzaville after exploring 
the River Sanga. His journey, the paper 
states, assures to France possession of the re- 
Klon between the German Territory of Cam- 
eroon and the River Mobangl.

DUBLIN, Sept. 9.—At the close of a large 
labor meeting at Ashford, Limerick, to-day 
an encounter took place between the people 
and the police, The latter used their bayonets 
in dispersing the crowd, and many persons 
Wers injured.

Committeeman T. J. Delaney of Springfield 
sent a telegram stating that he was busily en- 
gaged at the Thirteenth District Congressional 
Convention inthe work of nominating a can- 
didate who is expected to defeat W e 
man Wade. 

Before the meeting opened the 8 
discussed the condition of affairs in the 
Eighth and Ninth Congressional Districts and 
expressed the hope that the Democrats would 
manage matters soas to recover both dis- 
tricts from the Republicans. Mr. Carroll said 
that from all reports he was convinced 
that the Democrats could carry every district 
in the State if the party managers directed 
matters properly. 

In the First District,’’ he sald, Hatch 
will be re-elected by an increased majority. I 
reside in that district, and thoroughly uader- 
stand the drift of affairs. There are two other 
candidates in the fleld, and they are canvass- 
ing in a lively way, but there is no 
danger that Hatch’s support will fall off any. 
Last Saturday he madeaspeech at a Grange 
picnic in Schuyler County te one of the largest 
crowds ever assembled. The Democrats are 
united and prepared to vote their fuli strength 
for all the candidates. There is not a particie

SUCCEEDED. 


A BROOKLYN MAN FEIGNS DEATH AND ES- 
CAPES A SECOND SHOT. 


Excitement ** East St. Louis Owing to the 
Report That a Murder Had Been Com- 
mitted— Arrangements for the Demo- 
cratic Cenvention — Heavy Damages 
Wanted for a Faill—East St. Louis and 
Belleville Notes, 


Considerable excitement was caused in East 
St. Lovie last night by 4 report that a murder 
Marshal 
Carper of Brooklyn reported to the police that 
Oharles Stewart and Henry Gaskin, both 
colored men, had had a quarrel with the re- 
sult that the latter was shot and killed. Every 
member of the department was notified 
to be on the lookout for the 
murderer, and if Stewart had come 
through East St. Louis, he would doubtless 
have been captured. But hedid not come, 
and it turned out later that there had been no 
murder, though there was good foundation 
for the report. It appears that the two men 
named realiy had quarreied and Gaskin was 
shot by Stewart, but not seriously. 
When Stewart drew his revolver 
and Area Gaskin dropped backward 
in time to prevent the ball from etriking the 
upper part of his body, but received it in tne 
calf of his right leg. He remained where he 
fell and closed his eyes with the Idea ot de- 
ceiving his assailant. The ruse succeeded, 
and believing him to be dead Stewart fled, 
and as soon as he was gone Jaskin got up 
and walked to the office of Dr. Grayson, who 
dressed his weund.

A Dosble Wreck.

presented by L. C. Dillman. Theusands of 
people attended the funeral and the cemetery 
was black with people. Two trenches 16x18 
feet were dug with spaces in each for fourteen 
coffins. The body of John Rhea and two who 
died at home were buried to-day. No more 
bodies have been recovered. 


Four Men Struck by Lightning. 


New ORLEANS, La., Sept. 9.—While four 
men were out in a small boat alligator hunt- 
ing on Lake Fields, La Forche Parish, last Sat - 
urday, the boat was struck by lightning. All 


four men were struck bythe bolt, three of 
them—the Thiebor brothers—being killed. 
The fourth, named Verdain, was severely 
shocked but recovered. 


Rightning’s Work. 


ALTOUNA, Pa., Sept. 9.—The offices of the 
Pennsylvania Rallway, struck by lightning

Mid-Air Presence of Mind. 


In the terrific fall of one of the Hanlon 
Brothers at the Academy of Music, New York, 
last Saturday, is illustrated the presenee of 
mind of a coolgheaded professional gymnast. 


The following points about the accident 
were neted by a reporter of the Sun: The 
trick which William was perferming at the 
time of the accident was the ‘‘giant swing.’’ 
He had made severaljrotations about the bar 
when the wire repe that supported 
oneend ofthe trapeze gave way. The bar 
sagged, and the first thought that oceurred to 
the gymnast, hesaid yesterday, was to cling 
te the bar. it was made of wood, the original 
polish of which is intensified by the action of 
the gymnast’s hands. This is as it should be 
for the gymnast, but is altogether unsuited te 
cling to when im a perpendicular position. 
William looked down. The guy ropes had. 
swung the trapeze toward the edge ofthe 
safety net, yet he concluded that a slight con- 
tortion of his body would enable him to strike 
it, — ig he opened his hands and shet down- 
war N 

All this mental calculation went on while 
the audience was still uncertain that it was a 
genuine accident they were dau treated to. 
As William fell with his eyes wide open and 
all his wits about him he prepared, when half 
way down, to strike the net on his back and so 
distribute his — 2 ney abontthe surface of the 
net. S0 be drew his knees up, threw his head 
back, and in atwinkling his body was in a 
horizontal! position and was perfectly rigid. 
But his second thought ceaflicted with his first 
inregardtothe chances of striking the net. 
During the next fraction of a second the mind 
ofthe falling gymnast was in a state of re- 
pose. Then he struck — the guy rope 
that held the net, and his brain was again 
alive. He did not know whether it was the 
edge of the net er the rope which he had 
struck, but he knew with the rapidity ofa 
bullet’s flight that he was not destined to try 
the strength ofthe met, and se he did what 
every gymnast does instinctively when he 
finds himself talling with ne certainty ef a 
landing place. This, in the vermacular of 
gymnasts, ie ‘‘balling up.“ It consists in 
drawing up the legs, ducking the head down 
to the knees and drawing it in toward'the 
waist as fareas possible, and folding the arms 
so as to protect the knees and the top of the 
head. his position was secured by a siagle 
motion of the gymnast’s ready muscles, and 
in this position he dashed down in the 
parguet. 

His fall from the trapeze to the floor occu- 
pied something like two seconds, or abeut as 
long as it takes a man to put on his hat. But 
in this short time the brain of the falling man 
had a chance to grasp the entire situation, to 
speculate upon the chance of escaping iajury, 
andto devise methods of falling with a view 
to safety. It was also quite long enough 
to enable him to assume three distinct 
positions. While he lay among the broken 
seats, and before he began to speculate 
what injuries he had received, the gym- 
mast wondered whether he had fallen upon 
anybody, and to think how lucky it was that 
he was able to think at all. Then a dreamy 
feeling crept over him, and censciousness 
fied. When he came to in the women’s dress- 
ing-reom his first thought was of his brothers, 
for whom he asked. Then a doctor asked him 
to move his limbs, and he did so, while he 
wondered why the doctor made sucha re- 

ucst, 

2 Robert Hanlon was asked yesterday if such 
falls were uncommon, and he instantly re- 
plied that they were.

Allow a pound 
ot sugar to a pound of rind, and of the sugar 
make a syrup with the water in which the 
gin or rest and lemoas were boiled; add the 
rinds, the lemon slices, and boll all together 
slowly three-quarters ef an hour.

St. Louis would have stood in the cen- 
sus for the next ten years credited with 
a population of only 437,000 if her people 
had not secured a correction of the 
slovenly work of the census takers. A 
still worse wrong will be done in report- 
ing the increase and growth of her manu- 
facturing establishments unless the Cen- 
sus Bureau has the active co-operation of 
our manufacturers in obtaining and re- 
porting the correct statistics. 

Without such co-operation the bureau 
machinery is utterly inadequate. Even 
the organization of manufacturers and 
business men formed to assist it will need 
the -co-operation of every individual 
owner of a manufacturing plant. A great 
part of the increase is believed to be in 
small and new establishments scattered 
over the vast area of the city, and liable 
to be overlooked unless they report them- 
selves. 

In former censuses St. Louis has taken 
a higher rank in manufactures than in 
population. There is reason to believe 
that a correct report will again place her 
higher than fifth among manufacturing 
cities, while an imperfect report may put 
her below cities which she outranks in 
population. Where the report puts her, 
there she will have to stand on record for 
ten years to come, and the importance of 
a correct report to every interest can 
hardly be over-estimated. The proprietor 
who fails to contribute to this work and 
leaves his own establishment unre- 
ported is not only deficient in public 
spirit but blind to his own interest. 
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THE Maine election will increase the 
popularity of Speaker REED with the 
dominant Eastern wing of his party. He 
is the embodiment of plutocracy’s bold 
and revolutionary policy of lessening the 
power of the people and strengthening 
the sway of the money power and the 
corporation combinations.

issue, but in vain, and it was finally al 
doned after several months’ hardship. Pes- 
tiac was not discouraged and attempted to 
arouse the Western Indians, but did not suc- 
ceed, and made peace in 1765. He was last 
seen in 1769 near st. Louis, where it was sup- 
posed he was killed by a drunken Indian at 
the instigation of a white trader. Thus 
ended the eventful life ofa remarkable man, 
whe sought not glory and power for himself, 
but the independence and prosperity of his 
people.

Miss Ivy W. Quick, Aged 30, a School 
Teacher, Claims to Have Been Married 
te One of Her Pupils, James Emile 
Wood, a Miner—The Defendant's Denial 
—Suit for Desertion. 


MANCHESTER, Pa., Sept. 9.—One of the most 
interesting cases ever tried In Chester County 
is now on in the court here. Itisthe case of 
Ivy W. Quick against James Emile Woed,. 
Miss Quick says she is the wife of young 
Wood, and charges him with desertion. Miss 
Quick is a plain, masculine-appearing woman 
of 88, while young Wood, the defendant, is 
less than 20 years old, slender and intelligent. 
He will become the possessor of a large prop- 
erty when he reaches his majority. Miss 
Quick, who was employed as a teacher in the 
school which young Wood attended here, 
alleged that she and her pupil were 
married in Camden, and then, again, 
that the ceremony was performed in her 
brother-in-law’s house. She ia the daughter 
of the Rev. Mr. Quick, a prominent minister 
of the Gospel. Young Wood refuses to live 
with her and denies the marriage, charging 
that he was forced to signa marriage certifi- 
cate by threats of shooting. The woman then 
brought suit for desertion and maintenance. 
At yesterday’s hearing the first witness ex- 
amined was Ulysses G. Groff, who married a 
sister of Ilvy’s, and at whose house the mar- 
riage is alleged to have taken place. He said: 

‘On March 80, 1888, Ivy and Mr. James 
Emile Wood called at my house and there 
said they were going to Oamden on some 
business for Ivy’s father, the Rev. Mr. Quick. 
The next dsy, March 81, they returned to my 
house. Emile and she both told me that 
they had been to Gloucester, N. J., to get 
married, but had been unable to have the 
ceremony perfermed; that the minister re- 
fused tomarry them owing to Mr. Wood not 
being of age. 

THE ALLEGED CEREMONY. 

I had read a few days before ofacase of a 
person marrying a couple when the person 
reading the ceremony was not a minister or a 
magistrate, and the court held it was not 
necessary that the person performing the 
ceremony should be magistrate or minister. 
I found the article and Wood read it. Mrs. 
Wood then urged me to perform the ceremony. 
I hesitated. I was still afraid it might not be 
proper, but fimally consented. Ivy came into 
the room and what had occurred was narrated 
to her. She consented to the proposition that 


they be married then and there. My wife also 
came in and was made aware of the proposi- 
tion 

Mr. Wood then zald he wished a marriage 
certificate. I said I did not know hew to fi 
one up. He suggested that I get ry: own. 
wife went up stairs and got it, and I copiea 17 
and my wife and I signed as witnesses. I read 
the Episcopal service, leaving out the unim- 
portant parts. I asked the usual questions, 
and they answered in the afürmatſve with 
clasped hands. When I asked for the ring he 
said Ivy had one he had bought at Wana- 
maker’s, intending to use it in the marriage 
ceremony, but as they had falled in their ef- 
fort he had given it to her as a birthday pres- 
ent. She preduced the ring, and they were 
married with it.“

Theatrical Manager Lehman in Court fer 
Beating His Wife.

beating his wife. The accused, who is man- 
ager of the Wieling Opera-house bere, was 
locked up at the station house during the 
night, and yesterday morning Ceroner Smith

could not be heard on the street. While thus 
engaged the door dell rang aud Capt. Quigley 
appeared atthe door with the warrant that 
had been previously sworn out. The troubie 
in the Lehman household dates back about 
five years, but recently he had become more 
violent. This illustration of Lehman’s treat- 
ment of his wife is given by a trustworthy in- 
formant: In July Mr. and Mrs. Lehman went 
to New York and occupied a berth in a sleep- 
wms- car. Lehman began to beat his wife and 
the porter had te come to herrescue. When 
atthe hotelin New York Lehman is said to 
have repeated his brutal assault on his wife, 
much to the indignation of the other guests, 
who complained to the porter. 

J don’t think he is a safe man to be allowed 
his freedom,’’ said Justice Mulholland yester- 
day, for he wiil certainly kill his wife if he 
is allowed to go on at this rate. 

Lehman was arraigned yesterday afternoon. 
Justice Mulhboliand said that according to the 
complaint the wife’s body showed marks of 
her busband’s assault. 

Let me be plain with you, Phil,’’ began 
the court; ‘‘you are an outside angel and a 
fireside devil: Yes, you area perfect demon, 
ifthe stories of your most intimate friends 
and neighbors are true. Drink has ruined 
you. Thedoctors tell me that you are not 
insane, but you arefull of cussedness. The 
neighbors tell me that they are frequently 
awakened at night by your wife’s screams, 
and that they can hear distinctly tke blows. 
She trembles when she hears your foot- 

steps.’ 

The matter is held open for settlement.

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A MEMBER OF THE CRYSTAL SLIPPER COM- 
_ PANY ROBBID AD ASSAULTED. 


Eugene Pewell’s Remarkable Experience— 
Dragged into a Saleen, He Was Robbed 
and Beaten and Thea Tormented—Aftor 
Wandering About for Several Bours, He 
Got Inte a Hotel Basement and Thought 
It Was a Theater. 


UGENE POWELL, or 
‘*Monsieur Eugene,” 
as he is known in 
\ the theatrical world, 
recovered conscious- 
‘mess this morn- 
Ying and tells an ex- 
„ traordisary story of 
his adventures be- 
, tween the time of 
fF bis mysterious dis- 
hs appearance on Sun- 
es day night and his 
* : arrest last evening. 
When sean by a Pust-DisPatTcu reporter he 
was lying in dad ia. the suite of rooms 
ecoupied by him and bis wife and ohiid at 
the Hotel Weaver. He has an emaciated 
and rather scared look asd there is something 
about his eyes which conveys the impression 
that he is suffering from partial mental de- 
rangement. . But he le sane enough to give a 
fairty lucid account of his troubles, and he 
says as soon as he is well enough be will be 
able to go over the ground again and 
show his friends where he was taken. 
He recollects distinctly starting for home 
Sunday night with his wife and 2 
member ofthe ‘‘Crystal Slipper!“ Co., who 
is also stopping atthe Weaver. He found he 
had left hie umbrella in the theater and 
turned back to get it. When he returned 
where he had left his wife and friend he 
could not find them and after wandering 
round awhile be decided they must have re- 
turned to the hotel and proceeded to follow 
them. He asked the first man he met the 
way to Pine street. The man looked at him 
in @ strange way and said: 
„ou don't want to goto Pine street yet, 
It’s your turm to stand treat. 
Before Powell, who was feeling weak and 
Ul, could protest, the man had got hold of his 
arm and was leading him off. He took him 


into a saloon not far from the Olympic, which 
Powell says he can identify easily from the 
pecullar arrangement ef some look ing- 
giasses around the room. He saw be was in a 
bole and turuing to his captor said: 

„lm just from the theater and haven’t any 
money on me, Dut if you must have some- 
thing you can have my ring, pointing toa 
memorial ring which he had worn for some 
years and which was worth Kor 6. The man 
took the ring without delay and preceeded to 
search him, expressing Keen disgust when he 
found there was no mage lu any of the 
actor’s peckets. Some other men in the 
saloon were inclined to doubt Powell’s pov- 
erty and they knocked him down and used 
him roughly, a bruise on his head showing 
that at least one violent blow was struck. 
Powell distinctly remembers the man he fret 
met saying: ‘‘it’s no use hitting him, he’s 
got nothing. 

TESTING HIS SANITY. 

These proceedings drove Powell almost 
mad. During the evening performance he 
had felt bad, and the excitement of being 
mobbed in a saloon was too much for him. In 
the scuffle bis hat, a good one of London 
make, was taken from him and a miserable 
apology for what was once intended for a cov- 


ering for the head was given him in 
exchange. His troubles did not end 
here, for as he began to display 
evidence of . being weak-minded bis 


tormentors {commenced further annoyances 
and dragged him into a room lu which he says 
there were snakes in glass cases and women 
without heads. Further detaile seem to indi- 
cate that he was taken toa museum. He pro- 
tested, but the men replied that he appeared 
te be mad and the room was one used to test 
peor * sanity. Powell again protested and 

egged to be allowed to go to his hotel, but 
his entreaties were of no avail and he was 
laughed at and tortured into a condition 
bordering on actual insanity. The poor fel- 
low cannot give much information as to what 
followed, nor is it likely he will be able to do 
so when he recovers. But heis certain he 
can go straight to the saloon into which he 
was dragged, and Mr. Weaver, the landlord 
of his hotel, intends to take him round as 
soon as he is well enough, with a view 
to the arrest of the offenders. The R 
ofthe English-made hat, and of the ring, 
may lead tothe arrest of some of the parties 
implicated, and Powell is certain he can iden- 
tify some of them. 

A SERIES OF MISFORTUNE. 

Dr, Irwin, whois attending Powell, thinks 
he will be able to 25 on the stage in a few 
days, though he will be some time regaining 
his strength. The Powell family came to this 
country during the heated term and the 
dancer felt the effects of the heat from the 
first. Before long he suffered from partial 
sunstroke and for a time was very light- 
headed. He has however been better lately, 
and upto Sunday gave bis friends but little 
anxiety. The extreme heat on that day 
troubled him very much and he was reaily 
not fit to go on the stage. But he tried his 
best and did fairly well though he missed his 
cee once or twice and was seen to be taiking 
to himself a good deal between the acts, 

He started for the hotel at the conciusion of 
the performance and as he was leaving the 
theater, his friend and fellow-countryman 
who was with him called his attention to the 
fact that he had left his umbrella behind. 
Powell turned back after it and was not seen 
again until he was found last night at the 
Chestnut Street Station. His friends waited 
for a time and searched for him in every pos- 
sible direction but could get no information 
whatever of his whereabouts until a message 
was received from the police to the effect 
thata man answering the description given 
ot the dancer was in custody at the police 
station. Powell was evidently sane enough 
toknow about where the Olympic Theater 
was, but in hunting for it he get in the base- 
ment of the Southern Hotel. The sem!-dark- 
ness conyeyed the idea of the rear of the 
stage and he was groping about and asking 
the way to the dressing reom when arrested. 

IN A PITIABLE CONDITION. 
When found by his friends at the station 
Powell was ina very sad plight. He had evi- 
dently spent most of the period which had 
elapsed since his assailants cast him loose in 
the open air, for his clething was drenched 
through with the rain, and this, with the 
shabby appearance of the hat he was wear- 
ing, made Lim look very differentfrom the 


rather neat, spruce young man who 
ad deen lost siaht of tune ro- 
vious night. The charge ainst im 


was withdrawn when explanations were 
made, and the wandener was taken home, He 
had had no food, and it was not until some 
liquid nourishment had been administered 
tnat he showed any signs of reviving. 

Mrs. Powell was up all night sursing her 
sick husband, and she now thinks he will re- 
cover all right. Shs says she was married to 
the dancer in England seven years ago, since 
which time most oftheir life has heen spent 
in traveling. They came to America with a 
baby boy early this summer, and her husband 
shortly afterwards obtained employment with 
the“ Crystal Slipper“ Co, Sbe has no idea that 
his mind is rmanentiy effected, and — 
he fs onl ing fromthe change in cli 
mate. hes pever deen in the habit of 
rein and was perfectiy sober on Sunday 
night. 4 


TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 
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SI. LOUIS CATTLE YARDS. 


THIS CITY TO BE MADE A GREAT RECEIY- 
ING CENTER. 


Great Necessity for the Location of Receiv- 
ing Yards at This Point—Immense Losses 
Incident to the Present Shipping System 
—Cattlemen to Unite With st, Louis Cap- 
italists—The Plans Prepeosed. 


NTEREST is increas- 
ing in the project for 
the location of large 
stock yards in the m- 
mediate vicinity of 
this city, and cattie 
breeders of the South- 
weet are reported as 
being ready to ald in 
F their establishment in 
every way in their power. In reference 
to this matter T. F. Andrews, a large stock 
owner of Vinita, I. T., sald: ‘‘Asis well 
known, the order expelling the cattie from 
the Cherokee Strip will result in sending a 
great many cattle to Missouri for ripening, 
and this State will become the great fattening 
ground of the country. . 
DEMAND FOR BETTER FACILITIES. 

„»The feeling among the cattlemen is that 
great losses have already been met with from 
the lack of yards in this city, and they are 
ready to subscribe liberally to obtain them. 
There are peculiar reasons why cattlemen 
want yards west af this city, and why menm- 
bers of the dressed beef combine do not, Itis 
a fact well known to shippers from Kansas 
and Texas that fully 50 per cent of the losses 
In transit oceur between the westera limits 
of St. Louls and the Illinois shore. When 
range cattle reach St. Louis they are in fair 
condition as a rule, but few have any strength 
to spare. If they could be unloaded here, 
after being fed and watered, they could easily 
be carried oa without serious loss. But 
there is no place where they can 
be unloaded, and the consequences are most 
disastrous. The cars containing the road- 
weary cattie are hammered and banged about, 
switched and skunted to and fro for hours, 
the cattle are knocked against each other, 
bruised and jammed and kept for hours 
running up and down on switches. Frequent 


switebing is what tells on cattic, as an hour 
spent in that way is worse than five when a 
train is at a standstill, or running steadily in 
one direction. Long before a train ig made 
up three or four of the cattle are dewn, and 
are trampled or smothered to death. The 
rest are weak, mad with thirst and terribly 
excited, 


HEAVY LOSSES ENTAILED. 

When once the train is ready to start the 
cars are hauled through the tunnel. If the 
stock was strong the fumes would have little 
effect on them, but at the end of such a trial 
as they have been subjected to many suc- 
cumb at once, and when the train reaches the 
bridge prostrate cattle are seen in every car. 
When the shipment reaches Chicaio the cattle 
are thin and worn out and weigh far less than 
they did when they reached 6t. Louls. This 
is a direct benefitto buyers, as they purchase 
by weight, and afow days’ feeding puts the 
cattle in condition again. Those that die are, 
of course, a loss tothe owners, but this does 
not fall upon the dressed beef men àt all. 
They have, therefore, always discouraged 
the location of stock yards west of the river 
and have thrown every possible obstacie In the 
way ofthe various attempts that have been 
made to accomplish this end, The advan- 
tages of the scheme are patent to every cattie 
shipper. The stock when it arrives here is 
tired and ought to be taken frow the crowded 
cars. If the cattle were given a rest of from 
twelve to fourteen houra, they would be able 
to endure without serious inconvenience 
hardships that are scarcely bearable when 
they are weak from travel. These hefdships, 
however, could be reduced to a minimum if 
there were stock yards here. The long process 
of switching and making. up trains that 
ia so fatal could be dole with empty 
cars. and the cattle could be driven in when 
the train was ready to start. It could then be 
taken across the river with emmy | any de- 
N * the tunnel would have no bad effects 
at all. 

ADVANTAGES TO BE GAINED. 

**Oattle would arrive at an Eastern market 
atfull weight and in good condition, and the 
sale by weight would yieldthe owner a fair 
return, while losses would be reduced to the 
minimum. Thereis no point in the country 
at which the establishment of cattie-yards is 
SO much needed as here. Now that far more
